fact that rosin is the product of the 
sap of certain species of- ae 
tree. 

Half a -century ago rosin was so 


| cheap. that, it did not. pay to” put 


it'in barrels and send it to market. 
The barrels were. worth more than 
the — rosin. Turpetine, however, 
brought a good price and came from 
the same sap which yielded rosin as a 
by-product. In consequence manu- 
facturers_concentrated on the turpen- 
tine and allowed the molten rosin to 
run into pits, where it hardened and 
ered-with earth-to get it out 
of the way. 

This went on for some twenty-five 
and meanwhile the value of 
rosin went up because new uses were 
found for it, principally in the soap 
and. paper industries, For a time 
people forgot about. the tons of valu- 
able rosin lying buried on the site of 
the old turpentine distilleries, but by 
aind by a group of enterprising. manu; |. 
faettirers began to work these rosin 
“mines.” Of course these buried 
supplies will eventually be used up, 
And then people will have to turn 
once more to phase rosin from pine 
gum.

The dawn of a new speed era in 
aerial transport is upon us. . It has 
been heralded ‘by the production, by 
England, of the fastest aeroplane in 
the world. Piloted through space at 
212 miles an hour, or just over three 
miles and a half in one minute, the 


-Gloucestershire Aircraft Company’s 


biplane, Mare 1, or “Bamel,” as she 
is known affectionately, has beaten, 
by a handsome margin, the previous 
speed record held by France. 

The history of this interesting ma- 
chine represents a triumph for British 
aircraft engineering, and dates back 
to last summer, when the “Bamel,” 
havingabeen designed and construct- 
ed in the remarkably short. space’ of

The immigration policy of Canada 
for the future is in the making, It 
fe among the first two or three ques 
tions ‘now before the people of this 
country, and no one it ‘better fitted 

to advise concerning it than is Col. 

i 8. Dennis, of Montreal. 
é Dennis has spent fifty years. deal- 
ing more or less directly with this 
problem.

In votcting the need of an aggressive 
and progreSsive colonization and de- 
velopment policy, Col. Dennis points 
out*that it is the foundation upon 
which tae superstructure of the solu- 
tion of Canada's railway, industrial 
and “unemployment problems must, 
be erected, and he, continuiés: — 

“In Canada today we have 1 mile 
of rallway for every 236.5 of our popu- 
lation, and, in the four western prov- 
“{nces, 1 mile for every 110. » Compar- 
‘ed with this, the United States has 1 
mile of railway for every 404 persons, 
and Great Britain one mile for every 
1,804. 

“In the three. provinces of: Mani- 
“toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, are 
80 amilliva acres of land suitable for 
immediate cultivation, unoccupied 
and non-productive, within 15 miles, of 
each side of the railways now -in 
operation, 

“In the older provinces of Canada 
we have many thousands of improved 
farms, “noccupied and non-productive 
and waiting for colonists. 

“The national debt of Canada today 
{fs $2,372,000,000, or about -$275 per 
capita of the population, and the an- 
nual Interest.on this debt amounts to 
$114,000,000 as compared with a tota! 
Federal revenue in 1913 of 
$168.000,000. 

“The: census of 1911 showed that 
we then had a population of 1,206,643. 
The last census shows a population of 
8,769,484, a growth that is even less 
than normal. What are we going to 
do about it? My answer is—‘colon- 
‘{ze and develop.” 

“When I say ‘cdlonist,’ [ use the 
terms in the broad sense of the im- 
migration to Canada of the colonist 
who will occupy and make  produc- 
tive, available agricultural areas, 

‘and, also laborers, skilled and unskill- 
“ed, who will develop our mineral and 
timbered areas and extend our indus- 
trial life, and finally, colonization of 
the necessary capital to make both of 
the preceding activities possible. 

“During the war, and, practically, 
up to date, both our colonization and 
development have been. standing 
still. Weare now faced. with the 
question of how we can again stimu- 
late a large movement of desirable 
colonists to Canada and where they 
can be obtainéd. 

“Naturally, as part of the British 
Empire, we should first look to ob- 
taining the greatest possible number 
from Great Britain and Ireland. 

“The present population of the 
United Kingdom is 47,000,000, but 
of this number, less than 4,000,000 are 
engaged in agriculture, and unless we 
are prepared to take a large number 
of colonists without any previous 
knowledge of agriculture we cannot 
look for the immigration of 
pumbevs from Britain. Further, it 
would now seem to be perfectly clear 
that the United Kingdom, and parti- 
cularly’England, must look forward to 
the emigration of many millions of its| 
people, and our policy should be aim- 
ed at co-operative action between our 
Government’ and that of the Home 
Country to evolve some scheme un- 
der which many of these people of 
the younger generation can be fitted 

“Hfe to Canada by 
some preliminary training at home, 
and finishing the training here, to- 
gether with final assistance to enablé 

them to establish themsélves as farm- 
ers after. tliis training has been ob- 
tained.

MONUMENT ERECTED TO MAN 


AFTER WHOM PLAINS OF 
ABRAHAM WERE 
NAMED. 


For over three hundred years tlie 


St. Lawrence River has. been the 


.great waterway into the interior of 


the’ American Continent. It was the 


route by which La Salle, Marquette, 
Joliette, Hennepin and Dul’hut pene- 
trated to Lake Michigan, although a 


roundabout passage had to. be taken 
up the Ottawa and Mattawa Rivers. 
over Lake Nipissing into Lake 
Huron to avoid the hostile Indians be- 
low Lake Erie. For ocean going 
travels today the chief ports are Mon- 
treal and Quebec, and these ports 
show an ever increasing volume of 
traffic. The shipping season of 1921 
was a record for the port of Montreal, . 
during which a total of 807 ‘trans- 
Atlantic steamers, registering a ton- 
nage of 2,598,494 tons, arrived at and 


steamed out of the’ great harbor, This— 


was 105 vessels, or 556,856 tons over 
the highest previous record, made in 
1919. 1921 also showed a large in- 
crease in the number of vessels trad- 
ing from Montreal to the Maritime 
Provinces and Newfoundland, a total 
of 157 ships registering 293,462 net 
tons. The trans-Atlantic vessels 
came under many flags, British, Nor- 
wegian, American, Italian, Dutch, 
French, Swedish, Greek, Jugo-Slav, 
Spanish, Finnish and Icelandic, in ad- 
dition, to those on Canadian register. 

The profession of pilot on the St. 
Lawrence is therefore very import- 
ant, as it is to these pilots that route 


with its rapidly increasing traffic 
depends for its reputation as to 
safety. There are fifty licensed 


pilots. between. Montreal and Quebec 
and sixty-two between Québec and 
Father Point. The taking on of the 
pilot always is a picturesque . inci- 
dent to the ocean traveller and brings 
an interested crowd to the ship’s side.

The Plains of Abraham are named 
from the grant, of land which Abra- 
ham Martin received from Samuel 
de Champlain in 1617 at'the time of 
the settlerient “of.

“Louis 
Hebert, the most famous of the first 
colonists .of Canada, received a grant 
of land alongside at the same. time, 
Abraham Martin . undoubtedly: culti-
